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Results of the New Law Library Student Survey

T he Student Committee would like to 
take this opportunity to thank every- 
one who filled out a survey. Your input is 
valuable and important. Please check out 
our website at http://www.law.mcgill.ca/ 
clubs/libstgrp/newllibr/home.htm for 
more details. 

We received a total of 2 1 8 surveys and 
the comments and suggestions were in- 
sightful, not to mention plentiful. The fol- 
lowing are the results of the $100,000 
question as well as respond to a number 
of issues and specific questions which 
arose during the survey. 

The $100, 000 question: 

The actual results were: 

Question 1 

92 votes in favour of spending the money 
on purchasing computer equipment. 

99 votes in favour of spending the money 
on increasing the library collections. 

(5 students suggested that we split the 
money between the two projects - see be- 
low) 

Question 2 

149 votes in favour of a capital fund in- 
vestment to increase the library collection. 
21 votes in favour of a one-time buying 
spree to increase the library collection. 

(Note: If the numbers do not add up 
to 2 1 8, it is because a number of questions 
were left 
unanswered). 

It would appear, therefore, that a de- 
cision has been reached and the money 

donated by student contributions should 



of the agenda on the first Student Survey 
held in February 1995 and has continued 
to be. As a result, there will be two group 
study rooms available in the new law li- 
brary as well as a complex of six mooting 
rooms that will be available for use when 
the mooters are not using them. In addi- 
tion, two other large rooms that have been 
set aside for graduate student use are sus- 
ceptible of subdivision such that some of 
the space available could be used for group 
study as well. The inclusion of as many 
group study rooms as is possible given 
space and money limitations, is a continu- 
ing priority. Lasdy, the rooms will most 
likely be available on a sign out system at 
the circulation desk, but that has yet to be 
discussed. 

3. Re: Lighting 

This was a huge issue for students and staff 
alike. The new building will have 
windows(treated to filter light) on all sides 
as well as a skylight that will bring in natu- 
ral light. Currendy, the issue of artificial 
lighting is in discussion. McGill has some 
seriously strict guidelines on fluorescent 
lighting that we are fighting against, but 
the fight isn’t over. It’s a top priority for 
everyone involved. 

4. Re: Hookups for computers at tables 
and carrels 

This is part of the overall decision to make 
the library capable of responding to the 
inevitable rise in the use of computers for 
library research, etc. The entire building 
will be wired to accommodate this and 
hookups will be available from basically 
anywhere. However, we also have to bal- 
ance this with the fact that laptops can be 
quite noisy and many students have asked 
that an exclusive laptop area be designated 



the new building. 

10. Re: High ceilings, please. 

The height of the ceilings will generally 
be eight and a half feet, sometimes nine. 
The highest ceiling is found in the third 
floor reading room whose ceiling is two 
stories high and over which the skylight 
is found. Students will also be able to sit 
next to the overhang on the fourth floor 
which looks down onto the third floor 
reading room. (Note: did you know that 
the current library used to have an atrium? 
See if you can see where they closed it 
off...) 

1 1. Re: A study place where we can eat. 
Sorry, no food in the library, period. The 
Student Committee is hoping that some 
of the space that is opened up in NCDH 
when the library is moved can be con- 
verted into a study lounge of this type - 
but those negotiations have yet to begin. 
We have to get the new building up first 
before NCDH sees any action. 

12. Re: Basement shelving 

The new building will have one sub-base- 
ment level and this area has been desig- 
nated for compact shelving which will 
consist of older materials that are rarely 
used, but still need to be accessible. This 
was done to free up space on the upper 
floors for more current materials and in- 
creased study space. 

13. Re: Couches 

Marvellous idea. The suggestion has been 
made before and will depend on space al- 
location and budget. 

14. Re: A small chapel in the library 
Very interesting idea, but unfortunately, 
the space won’t allow it. This would be a 
great idea to bring forward when the fate 
of NCDH’s uppers floors are revamped 



16. Re: Plants in the library 

This was a suggestion made in the first 
round of surveys and it’s a good one. 
However, we haven’t quite gotten to dis- 
cussing it because we’ve been more con- 
cerned with tables, carrels, stacks and basic 
structural issues in order to have the plans 
ready for tendering on May 1st. The aes- 
thetics, in terms of plants, will be on the 
agenda in due time. 

17. Re: Suggestions to visit other librar- 
ies 

This has already been done with a great 
deal of vigour and dedication. The Fac- 
ulty Committee visited: 

a) the renovated Supreme Court library 
in Ottawa 

b) the Bora Laskin Library at U of Toronto 
(relatively new) 

c) the Dalhousie Law Library (relatively 
new) 

d) the Cornell Law School Library (rela- 
tively new) 

e) the Columbia Law Schoool Library (in- 
cidentally, they are a leader in informa- 
tion technologies) 

f) University of Pennsylvania Law School 
Library (brand spanking new and also a 
leader in information technologies) 

At each library the Committee took a tour 
and talked extensively with the staff on 
how it functioned ie: what worked, what 
didn’t. This research was invaluable and 
has helped us avoid some of the pitfalls 
that other libraries have fallen into. 

18. Re: Current library hours. 

One student adamantly proclaimed that 
this is the law library (meaning our li- 
brary) and we should be able to determine 
our own hours based on our needs. Un- 



go towards the establishment of a capital 
fund investment geared towards increas- 
ing the library’s collections. This informa- 
tion has been communicated to the New 
Law Library Faculty Committee and ar- 
rangements will be made to deal with the 
money in this way. 

The rest of the survey: 

Question 3 

The suggestions made concerning the 
kinds of areas in which the current library 
collection is deficient were varied and 
lengthy. A list has been collated and for- 
warded to the Head Law Librarian, Bob 
Clarke who intends to use it as a basis for 
directing future donors to allocating their 
donations to augment collections in the 
suggested areas. 

Question 4 

The table space question showed that on 
average, students would like 25% of the 
total seating space in the library to be 
tables. 

Question 5 

And lastly, an overwhelming 96% said that 
you like to study by a window. 

Here’s an answer to your questions and 
concerns: 

1. Re: Splitting the $100,000 between 
computers and new collection material 
The Student Committee, on advice from 
the Law Librarian and the Faculty Com- 
mittee decided that splitting the money 
was not an option. The greatest impact 
can only be made using the entire amount. 
If we were to split it 50/50, we would end 
up with half the computers we need and 
only half the amount to invest which 
means the returns are also halved and the 
possibilities for increasing the collections 
diminished. 

2. Re: Group study rooms 

This was a very popular suggestion (and 
a very necessary one given the nature of 
some of our assignments - and I, too, find 
the talking in the library to be an utter 
nuisance) and believe me it was on the top 



so that the noise doesn’t disturb those 
around that are not using them. This is- 
sue is on the agenda and in discussion. 

5. Re: Washrooms 

There is a male and female washroom, 
wheelchair accessible on every floor of the 
five 

floor library. 

6. Re: Photocopiers 

There is a separately ventilated room on 
the upper floors for a photocopier and a 
separately ventilated room on the ground 
floor for a number of copiers. We have yet 
to find out what kind of copiers they will 
be, but the suggestions for copiers with 
feeders that allow double sided copies has 
been noted. 

7. Re: Ventilation 

This were a number of beseeches in the 
surveys for better ventilation. This issue 
ranked number one along with lighting 
in the first Student Survey as well as with 
faculty members. Believe me, lots of time, 
energy and money are going in to mak- 
ing sure this will not be a problem in the 
new building. In fact, it is the one area 
where no cuts have been made to fit our 
budget, nor are there going to be before 
the building goes up. 

8. Re: Wheelchair access 

One of the basic underlying concepts of 
the new building is that it has barrier-free 
access to all. This dimension was devel- 
oped by Nora Bednarski in consultation 
with the Student Committee last year. 
Nora has been instrumental in outlining 
minimum standards and identifying 
problem areas. As a result, the entire li- 
brary will be wheelchair accessible and the 
connections to OCDH and NCDH will 
also be level and accessible. 

9. Re: The placement of carrels 

A number of people complained about 
the placing of carrels in a row along the 
wall, indicating that carrels in a row, one 
behind the other, is a more effective way 
to study and keep noise down. That is pre- 
cisely the orientation of all carrel space in 



and renovated. 

15. Re: Sitting by the windows is cold in 
winter. 

Theoretically, this should not be a prob- 
lem in the new building. But, as Reagan 
once said, “Trust, but verify. . . ” After veri- 
fication, I am assured that this will not be 
a problem. 
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fortunately, things don't wonc uiai way. 
The Law Library (as all libraries at McGill 
are) is under the direction and control of 
the University and is subject to budget- 
ary constraints that prevent increasing the 
number of hours it is currently open. ( Per- 
haps we should think about doing some 
student fundraising to deal with this prob- 
lem... just a suggestion).

^ The Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms guarantees the rights and 
freedoms set out...” - well, we all know 
Section One. When, for kicks last year, I 
committed to memory the three dozen 
words of this distinctly Canadian provi- 
sion, I never anticipated that one day I 
would be reciting them by heart to a class- 
room of attentive Hebrew University law 
students, in the presence of a retired 
Deputy-President of Israel’s Supreme 
Court. 

As I soon discovered, a seminar today on 
Israel’s 1992 human rights legislation - 
responsible for a rights revolution in the 
Jewish state — can hardly avoid reference 
to the Canadian experience. For both of 
the new Basic Laws - one protects “hu- 
man dignity and freedom”, the other the 
freedom to pursue any occupation - are 
marked by a provision which permits a 
rights violation provided it is passed by a 
law, which “befits the values of the State 
of Israel”, is “enacted for a proper pur- 
pose”, and “to an extent no greater than is 
required.” Moreover, one of these Basic 
Laws permits a law to unjustifiably vio- 
late rights, provided it is passed with a 
“notwithstanding clause.” 

These and other similarities with our 
Charter and caselaw were recognized im- 
mediately by Israel’s interpretive commu- 
nity, chief among them Justice Aharon 
Barak, now the President of the Supreme 
Court. While the brilliant and influential 
Barak had always been fond of citing com- 
parative law from countries such as the 



two heavy tomes on the subject - the de- 
finitive works - he is responsible, as a 
former member of the Supreme Court, for 
having highlighted in his decisions the 
wisdom and relevance of Hebrew Law to 
areas as varying as euthanasia, the impris- 
onment of judgment debtors, or the le- 
gality of coalition agreements between 
political parties. In the area of criminal 
or penal law, Eton’s use of Jewish rather 
than Western legal sources regularly re- 
sulted in the extension of greater rights 
to the accused, this by virtue of the para- 
mount Jewish value of human dignity. 

If President Barak’s list of cases con- 
sidered or applied will feature Marburyv. 
Madison or Schacterv. A.G. Canada, Eton’s 
list will include these but also reach back 
to the centuries of rich literature of rab- 
binic decisions (known as “responsa”), 
and to the source texts of the Talmud, 
Mishna, and Bible. In this manner, Elon 
believes he is fulfilling the purpose provi- 
sion of the new Basic Laws which seeks to 
establish “the values of the State of Israel 
as a Jewish and democratic state.” 

But few in our lively and animated semi- 
nar possess much of a Hebrew Law back- 
ground, with most of the students 
identifying with Israel’s Western-oriented 
“secular” majority. Israel may have made 
peace with the Palestinians, but it has yet 
to resolve its internal culture war. Hence 
the non-religious students seemed ini- 
tially to suspect Justice Elon’s approach as 
a judicial attempt to impose religious Jew- 
ish law or observance on an unwilling 
population. 

Gradually, however, with Justice Elon 
slowly managing to get in a few words

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U.S., after 1992 he elevated the Canadian 
experience above all others. Read today a 
Barak decision (for those of you who are 
ready for a lengthy constitutional treatise 
written in Hebrew) and littered through- 
out you will discover familiar names like 
Hogg, Weinrib, and Dickson, as well as 
Oakes, Keegstra, and Big M. Indeed, Chief 
Justice Barak cites Canadian jurispru- 
dence so often in his articles, books and 
cases, that one almost feels as though Is- 
rael must somewhere be statutorily bound 
to Canadian constitutional precedent. 

All of which is to say, that my initial 
insecurity about my potential contribu- 
tion to the seminar (given my ignorance 
of Israeli law) rapidly washed away in the 
first day when our teacher, Justice Elon, 
happened to ask (fortuitously for this 
McGill-trained student), “And does any- 
one in the class happen to know what the 

Canadian Charter says?” 

* * * 

Though our seminar tended to devote 
a bit too much time to administrative 
matters related to the essay - a phenom- 
enon hardly foreign to McGill seminar 
veterans - when the time for substance 
came, I savoured every moment. For if my 
father has the privilege to speak with ven- 
eration of his late McGill law constitu- 
tional teacher F.R. Scott, 1 shall one day 
be able to speak of my studies with the 
legendary Justice Menachem Elon. 
Justice Elon is an intellectual giant and 
scholar of the first rank, not to mention a 
fine, gentle human being. An Orthodox 
Jew, he is the modern father of Hebrew 
Law as it relates to contemporary issues 
facing the State of Israel. Having authored 



edgewise amid the typically Israeli free- 
for-all, the seminar’s students were con- 
vinced that Elon’s aim was not to convert 
Israel into a theocracy. The source of au- 
thority for Elon remains the positive law 
of the State. The idea is rather to recog- 
nize the wealth of Hebrew Law for the 
treasure that it is, and to seek to root mod- 
ern Israel’s development in the accumu- 
lated heritage of the ancient past. Sure 
enough, by our last class, students were 
expressing regret at their lack of sufficient 
training in the language and logic of He- 
brew Law. 

Incidentally, my topic for the seminar 

essay is none other than “An Analysis of 

the Israeli Supreme Court’s use of the 

Canadian Constitutional Experience.”

It would be impossible for me to com- 
plete this column without mentioning 
Israel’s national tragedy of last month. 
Two transport helicopters bearing sev- 
enty-three young soldiers on their way to 
defend the country’s embatded northern 
border, accidentally collided into each 
other and crashed to the ground, leaving 
no survivors.
